edge of the past, he wrote, nearly a hundred years ago: 
"The people will remain virtuous so long as agrieul- 
ture is our principal object, which will be the case 
while there remain vacantlandsin America When 
we get piled on one another in large cities as in Ku- 
rope, we shall go to eating one another as they do 


there" Well, the Jand is gone. lt is largely in the 
possession of mornied corporations or mortgagee 
landlords We are piled upon one another in great 


cities, nud we «are eating one another, 

Speaking of old Rome, a little while before morti- 
fication had set in, Mr. Froude, the historian, said: 
“Monoy was tbe one thought from tho, highest sene 
ator to the poorest wrotch who sold his voto in the 
comitia, For money judges givo unjust decrees, and 
juries gave. corrupt verdicts, "The elections were 
managed by clubs and eoteries, and those who spent 
most freely were most certain of success, The great 
commoners bought their way into the magistracies, 
and from the magistracies thoy passed into the senato. 
Public spirit in. tho masses was cither dead or sleep- 
ing, and the free forms of tho constitution wore 
themselves the instruments of corruption." 

You will hardly believo me, but 1. assure you that 
Mr, Fronde wrote that of the Roman republic in the 
days of Julius Ciesar, and not of the American repub- 
lic in the days of Grover Cleveland. What a familiar 
sound it has-—'"lIho great commoners bought their 
way into the magistracies, ard from the magis- 
tracies ,they passed into the senate” — in the 
fury of every election.

When Isay that in politics Jefferson was a Demo- 
crat, I mean by politics tho selence of publie welfare, 
the regulation of human interests within tho Jiróner 
spliereof tho agency called governinent; and by Domo: 
erat I moan one who does not recognize any class dis- 
tinctions or privileges of easte; ono who belioves that 
tho good of all the peopleis tlie properobjectof every 
act of government, and tho only moral foundation for 
any Jaw atall; one who holds that what is good or 
bad for them tust bo determined by the people thum- 
selves; that their will must govern, and that tlie surest 
way to ascertain that will is by tho popular expres- 
sion of it in the form oC a ballot, and that, tho ma- 
jority of opinion thus formed shall prevail. 

It js afcommon belief in this AUTE as well ns in 
Zuglaud and. France, that an unteunmelerl demoeracy 
was Jefferson's idenlof a perfect political system. 
This is à mistake, and out of this mistake wo havo 
coined a good deal of clap-trap about ‘majority rule," 
the "sovereignty of the people," tho divino melody of 
the people's. "voice," and that canting excuse for à 
thousand mistakes and a thousand wrongs, called “the 
greatest good to the greatest number," as if there could 
bo in à ctvilized. democracy any smallest number” 
outside tho principle of the “greatest good." Jefferson 
believed in tho rulo of tho majority within tho sphere 
cfits legitimate powers, but that sphere was a very 
contracted one, ciremmsceribed within very narrow 
limits hy the rights of the individual citizen, — He was 
as jealous of the sovereignity of the people" as of 
tlie sovereignty of the king, In. his own. day it was 
charged upon Jefferson with greatforco that lio was hos- 
tilə to the constitution of tho United Statesaud that lie 
had opposed its adoption, Even in our davy this oppo- 
sition is regarded by many as n flaw in tlie statesman- 
ship and a blemish on the patriotism of Jefforsop, 
but ho opposed the constitution becauso it did not 
sulliciently curb tho democracy and diminish tho sove 
ercignty of the people, Ie opposed it because it did 
not contain the English Bill of. Rights and the og- 
lish Habeas Corpus law. Again let him speak for 
himself, Io was in Franco when the constitution 
was about to be voted on by tho states, and on tho 
20th of December, 1787, ho wrote from Paris to Mr, 
James Madison on tho subject of tho constitution, 
After telling what ho approved in it he said: *Iwill 
tell you wbav1 do not like, First, tho omission of a 
bill of rights providing clearly and without tho aid of 
sophism for freedom of religion, freedom of the press, 
protection against standing armies, restriction of ino- 
nopolies, tho eternal and unremitting force of the 
habeas corpus jaws, and trials by jury in all mattersof 
fact triable by tho lawsof the land? His objection 
to the constitution was not that it gavo tho democracy 
too little, bnt too much; not that it was not liberal 
enough to the "greatest number," but that it was too 
liberal, and put the smallest number at the mercy of 
tlie greatest.
